PROCEEDINGS OF THE KENTUCKY STATE 
MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


The meeting of the State Medical Society, 
which was held in this city on the 3d, 4th, 
and 5th inst., was undoubtedly the most suc- 
cessful which it has had since its organiza- 
tion. We surrender our space to an account 
of it; but it may be well enough to comment 
editorially upon some of the prominent fea- 
tures of the session. Too much praise can 
not be given the Committee of Arrange- 
ments for the able manner in which it dis- 
charged its duties. Its efforts to secure a 
large attendance and to provide for the 
comfort of the members were untiring. 
Probably one hundred and twenty physicians 
from various parts of the state, in addition 
to a great number of the profession resident 
in the city, were at the meeting; and, al- 
though the session was (for the first time) 
held three days, interest in it was unabated 
to the last. An unusual number of commit- 
tees, appointed at Hopkinsville last year, 
made their reports, and a great many vol- 
unteer papers were read or offered. We be- 
lieve, in fact, that more essays were presented 
at this meeting than at any two others which 
the society has held ; and the discussions and 
demonstrations were of a most interesting 
character. The transactions for this year, 
when published, can not fail to form a val- 
uable document. 

The choice of officers for the ensuing year 
gave very general satisfaction. Dr. L. P. 
Yandell, sr., the president elect, was, of all 
men, entitled to the honor. Prominent as 
he has been before the profession, and active 
as has been his work in its ranks, he has, as 
so often happens in political life, suffered for 
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strong opinion’s sake, and reaches the pres- 
idency only when he has turned seventy. 
The selection of Dr. Dismukes and Dr. 
Rodman as vice-presidents was a just trib- 
ute to their standing in the profession and 
a proper distribution of the honors of the 
society to the several sections of the state. 
The motion introduced by Dr. Drake to 
change the method of electing officers was a 
good one, and one similar to it will no doubt 
be carried at the next meeting. As it now 
stands, the names of candidates for the 
Offices in the state society are presented to 
the body of the members by a nominating 
committee. This committee is appointed by 
the president, and is usually chosen so as to 
represent the various counties which have 
members in attendance. We do not know 
how old the custom is, or by whom the orig- 
inal resolution which fixed this method was 
introduced ; but the wisdom of having such 
a committee is apparent. A vote taken di- 
rectly from the body of the convention 
would result in something worse than the 
consumption of time; it would inevitably 
lead to wire-working and electioneering, to 
the great detriment of the society. Last 
year the society voted to abolish the custom 
of selecting its president from the resident 
physicians of the place wherein it might 
meet simply because he was a resident of 
the place; and we see no reason why it 
should not go a step further, and provide 
that its honors should be given to those who 
must be the choice of the state. While, by 
the present plan, the presidents may perpet- 
uate their friends in office, as stated by one 
of the advocates of Dr. Drake’s motion, we 
do not believe that any attempt of the kind 
has ever been made; still we do not think 
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that the president can always be competent, 
in the selection of his committee, to choose 
representative men from the various sections, 
and hence we advocate a change in the con- 
struction of the Nominating Committee. A 
plan similar to the one followed by the 
American Medical Association, substituting 
counties for states, might do; and yet we 
know, so far as one state is concerned, this 
can be “manipulated;” or a nominating 
delegation from the several local societies 
might be tried. A motion embodying these 
ideas, properly presented and advocated at 
Frankfort next year, would no doubt receive 
the earnest attention of the society. We are 
convinced that the failure of Dr. Drake’s 
resolution on the morning of the second 
day’s session, and the summary manner in 
which the society dealt with the reconsider- 
ation which was attempted in the afternoon, 
was not due to any weakness in the measure 
proposed, but to the method of its advocacy. 
The clear and earnest statement made by 
Dr. Drake could not have failed to carry 
conviction to the house had he been alone 
in the matter; but the society well knew 
that a hopeless minority was taking advan- 
tage of a good measure to cast suspicion 
on the present committee, and with an over- 
whelming vote rebuked it. 

It will be seen that the Kentucky Medi- 
cal Society has made a good move this year 
toward redeeming itself from its share of the 
responsibility for the imputation cast on the 
country at large, that “America is the land 
of unfinished monuments.’’ After the read- 
ing of the report of the McDowell Monu- 
mental Committee by Dr. McMurtry sub- 
scriptions to the fund commenced, and in a 
very few moments six or seven hundred dol- 
lars were subscribed, making, we believe, 
over a thousand dollars now in hand or 
pledged to the committee. More than as 
much more will have to be secured before the 
work of raising a stone to the great ovari- 
otomist will be undertaken; but success now 
appears to be in the near future. 

An indorsement of the “ Morrison bill’’— 
to reduce the tariff on quinine—was not an 
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unimportant measure passed by the society, 
and will meet with hearty approval by the 
physicians of the state. We pay tribute 
enough to Pennsylvania for our iron; for 
heaven’s sake let us have our bark free of 
duty. 

The entertainments of Dr. D. W. Yandell 
and the Hon. Isaac Caldwell were most en- 
joyable features of the present session, and 
probably excited more general discussion 
and led to more unanimity of feeling than 
any other measures brought before the so- 
ciety. The social element of the annual 
meetings must always be a prominent one, 
and every one can but rejoice that it was so 
happily provided for as it was at the one 
which has just been held. It was a wise 
measure indeed which the society instituted 
last year when it voted to have no more 
public banquets. The license of such occa- 
sions can not well be restrained (even the 
lawyers of Louisville found this out a few 
years ago); and it is so much more pleasant 
to carry away vivid recollections of music 
and beauty and home behavior, after the 
ices and croquets, than the headaches and 
indistinct memory of wretched speeches. 
Beside, it is outrageous to inflict the ex- 
pense attending on “the banquet’’ upon a 
few members of the profession should the 
society be invited to hold its session in one 
of the smalier towns. 

It will be seen also that resolutions were 
passed by the society condemning the di- 
ploma mills. The text of the resolutions, 
offered by Dr. John Baker, of Shelbyville, 
is as follows: 

Resolved, That this society is in full accord 
with the American Medical College Conven- 
tion, seeking to elevate the standard of medical 
education in this country. 

Resolved, That summer schools, which en- 
able students to graduate after from eight to 
nine months’ study, are exerting an evil influ- 
ence upon the profession. 

Resolved, That a winter and summer course 
by the same school, and graduation at the end 
of each, tends to deteriorate the standing of the 
medical profession. 


We have but little comment to make upon 
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this event, and it is this: At the largest 
meeting ever held by the Kentucky State 
Medical Society these resolutions were passed 
without a dissenting vote, and passed with 
bursts of applause. There can be no mis- 
take as to their import. They were intro- 
duced by an ex-president of the society, and 
a gentleman who stands above all suspicion 
of any connection with schools or parties. 
They were read by section, and deliberately 
read, that any one might take exception 
should he desire to do so. There were 
those present whose condemnation they in- 
volved, who had ample opportunity to speak 
against their passage had they wished. The 
temper of the society was clearly shown 
from the first, in the introductory remarks 
of the president and the individual expres- 
sion of the members, that it would entertain 
no “school quarrels;” and declaring, with- 
out a single dissenting vote, that this was no 
“school quarrel,’’ but a question in which 
the deepest interests of the profession were 
involved, it placed upon the diploma mills 
the stigma of condemnation. We do not 
wish to exult a moment in this indorse- 
ment by the Kentucky State Society of the 
principle for which we have so long stood 
out, except for the hope that it will lead mis- 
guided men to abandon ways so abhorrent 
to the sense of the profession. Will they not 
read in this condemnation of the society of 
their fellows, as in the condemnation of the 
court of law to which they madly trysted 
their cause, and, as we can not but feel, in 
the condemnation of their own consciences, 
that they are not guarding properly the trusts 
committed to them? Will they not learn 
that special pleadings can not prevail against 
the broad principles of truth; and seeing 
now that honor is lost, spurn the temptation 
offered by a miserable pittance to defend a 
wretched cause? 





SALE VS. LOUISVILLE MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


It will be remembered that last fall L. R. 
Sale, a student of the Louisville Medical 
College (Phenomenon) entered suit against 
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that institution for a return of fees paid in, 
on the ground that the school was not what 
it was held out to be. The following, from 
the Louisville Sunday Argus, gives the result 
of the suit: 


The suit of L. R. Sale against the Louisville 
Medical College, which has been hanging fire in the 
court of Esquire Speed Peay since last November, 
was finally decided, by a verdict for the plaintiff, last 
Thursday. Sale sued for the recovery of fees paid 
to the concern, claiming that the college was not a 
legally-constituted institution, inasmuch as there had 
been great irregularity in the election of the board 
of trustees. He also made allegations against the 
efficiency of the school. The court rendered a ver- 
dict giving the plaintiff all that he prayed for, thus 
admitting all the allegations set up by him. This 
speaks badly for the Louisville Medical College and 
the Kentucky School of Medicine (both are the 
same). The amount sued for is small, but there is 
a great question involved in the matter, and that 
question is, Can the graduates turned out by this 
school since the election of the present board of 
trustees (two years ago) be considered diplomated 
physicians, since the college has been declared not a 
legally-constituted institution ? 





KENTUCKY STATE MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


Proceedings of the Twenty-second Annual 
Session, held in Louisville, Ky., 
April 3, 4, and 5, 1877. 


The Kentucky State Medical Society con- 
vened in its twenty-second annual session in 
Masonic Temple, Louisville, on the morning 
of April 3, 1877. 

The session was called to order by Dr. 
R. W. Gaines, of Hopkinsville, the presi- 
dent of the association, Dr. J. H. Letcher, 
of Henderson, being secretary. 


DR. L. P. YANDELL’S WELCOME. 


Dr. L. P. Yandell, jr., chairman of Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, after an opening 
prayer by Dr. E. T. Perkins, of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church, said: 


Mr. President and non-resident members of the 
Kentucky State Medical Society,—On behalf of your 
brethren of Louisville I welcome you to our city, 
As chairman of your Committee of Arrangements I 
submit the following report: You are assembled in 
Louisville in accordance with a resolution, passed at 
the last session of the society, making this the place 
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of meeting for 1877; and your committee have en- 
deavored to carry out in their arrangements the ideas 
expressed by you at your last session. The Kentucky 
State Medical Society, now twenty-three years old, is 
a corporate institution, solvent and independent, and 
free to go where it may deem best for its usefulness 
and prosperity. It is a scientific association rather 
than a social club; and in order to bring out this idea 
more prominently, and repress somewhat the purely 
social and convivial features which had come to oc- 
cupy too much of our time, as well as to be a pecu- 
niary burden in many instances, it was unanimously 
declared by a resolution published in the last volume 
of your proceedings that expensive public entertain- 
ments are discountenanced by the society. Louisville 
being Kentucky’s largest city, and having the largest 
representation of medical men in the state, it seemed 
well that the initiative step in a departure from a 
long-established custom should be taken by us. In- 
tellectual culture and professional enterprise and ac- 
quirement are not confined to the larger and wealthier 
cities, and many of the-lesser towns would long since 
hhave enjoyed the pleasure and benefit of the State 
Society’s presence but for the stumbling-block of a 
costly banquet, which was deemed an unavoidable 
event of our yearly meetings. From the printed pro- 
grammes, which will be handed to each of you, you 
will learn the further arrangements. In order that 
any desired corrections or suggestions may be made, 
I will read the programme: Receptions will be given 
on Tuesday evening at Dr. D. W. Yandell’s, Chestnut 
Street, between Seventh and Eighth, and on Wednes- 
day evening at Hon. Isaac Caldwell's, Fifth Street, 
between Chestnut and Broadway. At five o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon the society is invited to visit the 
University building, corner of Eighth and Chestnut 
streets. Wednesday afternoon, afier the close of the 
afternoon session, the society is invited to visit the 
City Hospital and Hospital Medical College, on 
Chestnut and Preston streets. Thursday, after the 
adjournment of the afternoon session, the members 
are invited by Surgeon Thos, J. Griffiths to visit the 
United States Marine Hospital. 


DR. GAINES’S OPENING REMARKS. 


Dr. Gaines followed with a short opening 


address. He said: 


Gentlemen,—Through the goodness and mercy of 
divine Providence, a goodly number of the members 
of the Kentucky State Medical Society have been 
permitted to assemble in the city of Louisville to 
labor for the interest and advancement of our pro- 
fession in this commonwealth. Let us render our 
devout thanks to Almighty God that he has seen fit 
to bless the state we love with peace, good health, 
and prosperity, and that so many of us yet remain in 
the land of the living. As your humble president, 1 
gladly welcome each and all of you to this twenty- 
second reunion of an association whose history has 
been: rendered illustrious by the talents and labors 
of many of the most distinguished members of our 
profession. It would ill become me on this occasion 
not to repeat my grateful acknowledgments for the 
honor conferred upon me one year ago in the city 
of Hopkinsville. I trust Iam not insensible to the 
important, responsible, and delicate duties which de- 
volve upon me as your humble executive officer, in 
the prompt, faithful, and impartial discharge of which 
I earnestly invoke your hearty co-operation. That the 
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present convention of our society may be character- 
ized by the utmost harmony and with perfect fraternity 
is my ardent wish. That our metropolitan brethren 
will not (thereby disappointing the fears of many 
brethren who on this account are absent or here re- 


‘luctantly) bring into this society the bickerings, the 


jealousies, the heart-burnings, and the animosities 
which grow out of the differences between rival med- 
ical schools, and that every thing calculated to mar 
the peace and disturb the brotherhood of this honor- 
able body may be repelled from this meeting as 
something that is “unclean” and vulgar, and not 
to be endured here, should be the earnest wish of 
every member who cherishes at heart the honor of 
our profession. That this convention may be pro- 
ductive of results the most beneficial and satisfactory 
to all concerned, and that we may all feel when our 
annual adjournment is announced that it was good 
to have been here, is my fond desire. Gentlemen, 
with an abiding confidence in your high intelligence 
and in your love for our whole profession, I feel very 
confident that I shall not be disappointed in my ex- 
pectations as your presiding officer.

ARREARAGES. 

The following Committee on Credentials 
was announced: Dr. J. H. Wathen, Louis- 
ville, chairman; Drs.

Alexander, Louisville, S. Russell, Owens- 
boro. 

Dr. J. M. Keller desired to know whether 
a number of physicians, years ago members 
of the association, were still on the roll, and 
in order to take part in the deliberations 
had to pay all arrearages. 

President Gaines said the rules required 
that any member in arrears for three years 
should be dropped from the rolls, unless he 
obtained his receipt from the secretary. 

Dr. Keller desired to hear the reading by 
the secretary of the resolution to which the 
chair had called attention relative to arrear- 
ages. 

Dr. Bodine read the following from the 
due-bill: “Should any member fall in arrears 
to the amount of two years’ dues, and fail 
or refuse to pay on repeated notification by 
the recording secretary, his name shall be 
stricken from the roll, by order of the pres- 
ident, at the next succeeding meeting.” [Zy-

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NECROLOGICAL REPORT. 


Dr. L. B. Todd, of Lexington, chairman

LEXINGTON, Ky., March, 1877. 
Dr. R. W. Gaines, President of the Kentucky State 
Medical Society: 


Sir,—As chairman of Committee of Necrology, 
appointed at the last meeting, I have the honor to 
present herewith memoirs of the eminent surgeons, 
James Miles Bush, of Lexington; Dr. George Syng 
Bryant, of Lexington; Dr. Joseph Coleman Carter, 
of Versailles; Dr. James Lowry, of Shelbyville, and 
Dr. Benjamin M. Wible, of Louisville. The report 
‘is one not of labor, but rather of love, gathered 
tributes to their memory, made by loving hands, as 
garlands on their tombs, Surely it is becoming our 
profession at annual reunions, while honoring and 
improving the living, to justly remember the noble 
and worthy dead. I thus pass their name to the 
muse of history, who, proud of the charge, marches 
with it down to coming time. The plain story of 
the lives of these physicians—Bush, Bryant, Carter, 
Lowry, Wible—recordcd here, related by those who 
knew them well, together with that of Henry Miller, 
Lewis Rogers, Joseph Smith, John Davies Jackson, 
all so recently gone beyond roll-call of this society, 
I believe will form a very proudly-cherished chapter 
in the medical history of Kentucky; for when these 
men so learned and so useful, so skillful and so true, 
fade from mortal view, they who knew them well 
owe it to their characters to preserve their memory 
on earth. When pestilence walketh in darkness and 
destruction wasteth at noonday — plague, fever, or 
cholera—so touchingly and thrillingly described in 
the pages of Thucydides and Boccaccio, of De Foe 
and Manzoni, between the living and the dying they 
stood when others fled in terror away, patient, faith- 
ful, and brave. I do declare that they, and such as 
they, in the past and in the future, by their heroism, 
shall cause to pale the glory of him who stood in the 
pass at Thermopylez, fought on the bridge at Lodi, 
braved the shock at Waterloo, or scaled the towers 
of the Malakoff. Most respectfully submitted.

A motion to discuss the report of Dr. 
Cowling was adopted. Dr. Holloway said 
Dr. Cowling had incorporated a résumé of 
the whole subject in his paper, except one 
point, which he proceeded to discuss. 

Dr. D. W. Yandell suggested that Dr. Hol- 
loway’s remarks be incorporated with Dr. 
Cowling’s report, thus making it complete. 
He mentioned several cases of sprains as 
treated by him, and the success of the mob- 
ilization treatment. 

At this point the Committee on Creden- 
tials made its report.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Dr. William B. Rodman, of Frankfort, of- 
fered the following resolutions, which were 
adopted : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the State Medical 
Society that there should be a State Board of Health 
provided by the next legislature. : 

Resolved, That it is the duty of each member of 
this society, in season and out of season, to earnestly 
impress the importance of this measure on their re 
spective senators and representatives. 

Resolved, That Drs. T. S. Bell, of Louisville; J. 
Baker, of Shelbyville, and W. B. Rodman, of Frank- 


fort, be constituted a committee to take charge of this 
measure. 


On motion of Dr. L. P. Yandell, Jr., 
Frankfort was chosen as place of mecting 
in 1878. 

THE M’ DOWELL MONUMENT. 

Dr. L.S. McMurtry, of Danville, read a re- 

port from the McDowell monumental com- 
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mittee. He stated that only $434.05 had 
been collected. 

Dr. McMurtry read a letter from Dr. Gross, 
of Philadelphia, who urged that the profes- 
sion of Kentucky should subscribe liberally, 
and who protested against a humble stone. 
He deserved a monument imposing in its 
character, and Dr. Gross suggested that Eu- 
rope be asked to subscribe, as Dr. McDowell’s 
fame was world-wide. 

Dr. J. M. Bodine, deah of the medical 
department of the University of Louisville, 
in the name of that institution, subscribed 
$200 to the fund, and pledged himself to be 
one of twenty to raise this amount to $500. 
A number of members arose and gave in 
subscriptions varying from $5 to $50. Dr. 
Keller said that a gentleman present, an hon- 
orary member of the society, who had been 
repeatedly asked to take a seat on the plat- 
form, but whose modesty forbade, consid- 
ered himself to be as much of a Kentuckian 
as any one present, and desired to sub- 
scribe $25. This was Prof. John L. Murphy, 
of Cincinnati. The fund was increased to 
$1,056. 


DEMONSTRATIONS IN SURGERY. 


Dr. D. W. Yandell made demonstrations 
of the use of the plaster-of-paris dressings. 
He exhibited two cases of fracture of the 
leg, one simple and the other compound, 
dressed with the plaster-of-paris within a 
few hours after their occurrence. He showed 
several patients upon whom the plaster-jacket 
had been applied for spinal disease, all in 
comfort. He dressed one of these before 
the society, and showed improvements in 
the apparatus used, which had been intro- 
duced by Dr. W. O. Roberts and Mr. Vance 
(a student of the university). ‘Bhese con- 
sisted of a more convenient swing, and the 
introduction of a rubber ring to relieve the 
dead weight, but chiefly in the head-gear, 
and axillary supports which were borne 
with much more ease than those ordinarily 
in use, producing no congestion, etc. 

Dr. J. L. Cook moved the thanks of the 
society to Dr. Yandell, and that he be re- 
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quested to furnish a copy of his remarks to 
the Committee on Publication. 

Dr. L. P. Yandell, Jr., from the Commit- 
tee on Dermatology, read a full paper on 
this subject. 

On motion of Dr. McMurtry the paper 
was referred to the Committee on Publica- 
tion, and a vote of thanks tendered Drs. D. 
W. and L. P. Yandell, Jr., for the demon- 
strations with which they entertained the 
convention during the progress of their re- 
spective addresses. 

At 1 Pp. M. the convention adjourned. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The convention was called to order by the 
president at 3 o'clock P. M. 

Mr. Carnachan, of the Louisville Medical 
College, by request of Dr. Keller, exhibited 
patient treated by plaster-jacket. 

An invitation from Dr. Keller to visit 
Anchorage was accepted. 

In the absence of Dr. Thomas J. Griffiths, 
Dr. W. H. Long, the assistant-surgeon, read 
a report from the Committee on the United 
States Marine Hospital. 

Dr. J. A. Larrabee, of Louisville, read a 
paper on the diseases of children. Referred. 

Dr. J. M. Keller moved a reconsideration of 
the vote which, on the day previous, defeated 
a resolution by Dr. Drake. Dr. Keller spoke 
in explanation of his motion, and called for 
the ayes and noes. 

Dr. Octerlony replied in favor of adher- 
ing to the old custom. 

Dr. Drake spoke in favor of the motion. 

Dr. D. S. Reynolds moved to lay the mo- 
tion of Dr. Keller for reconsideration on the 
table. The yeas and nays were called, and 
the motion laid on the table by a large ma- 
jority. 

THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

At this juncture the president appointed 
Drs. Baker and Spillman to escort Dr. Luns- 
ford P. Yandell, the president elect, to a 
seat on the stage. Dr. Yandell, on going 
upon the stage, made the following speech. 

DR. ‘YANDELL’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen,—I am deeply sensible of the compli- 
ment conveyed by my election as president of this 
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society, and I feel it the more on account of the cir- 
cumstances attending it and the source from which I 
believe it comes. I have no doubt it had occurred 
to many of you that my age and long services gave 
me some claims to the office; but I attribute my elec- 
tion to the partiality of my old friends and pupils, 
whose kind regard, outliving a generation of men, I 
place above the honor or the profits of any office that 
could be bestowed upon me. I esteem it a distin- 
guished honor to be at the head of the Kentucky 
State Medical Society, which repres:nts the medical 
profession of the commonwealth, a profession which 
holds every where a place among the pursuits of men 
esteemed the most scientific, enlightened, and liberal. 
The poet Crabbe, in tnose lines in which he sets 
forth so eloquently the objects of medicine, gives 
but a partial view of its purposes: 
“Glorious its aim! To ease the laboring heart, 

To war with Death and stop his flying dart; 

To trace the source whence the fierce contest grew, 

And life’s short lease on easier terms renew; 

Tocalm the frenzy of the burning brain ; 

To heal the tortures of imploring pain ; 

Or, when more powerful ills all efforts brave, 


To sooth the victim no device can save, 
And smooth the stormy passage to the grave.” 


Medicine seeks to accomplish much more than 
this. It has been chiefly busied with the cure of dis- 
ease, its management and alleviation; but in all ages 
it has also been concerned about the prevention of 
disease. Hygiene has long been a prominent depart- 
ment of scientific medicine, and the study grows upon 
the profession. Much of the professional effort of our 
times is in the direction of preserving the public 
health. What sanitary science has done for the health 
of communities where it is cultivated, you all know. 
Referring to its results in England, Lord Macaulay 
says that “the difference in salubrity between the 
London of the nineteenth century and the London 
of the seventeenth century is far greater than the dif- 
ference between London in an ordinary season and 
London in the cholera;’’ and that men, two hundred 
years ago, “died faster in the purest country air than 
they now die in the most pestilential lanes of our 
towns.” Sanitary reform has done this, and so has 
added years to the average length of human life in 
all civilized countries. To estimate its beneficent 
effects we have only to compare Louisville as it is to- 
day with Louisville as it was a little more than half a 
century ago, when the town was decimated every few 
years by autumnal fevers. 

This is known to everybody who reads. But I 
doubt if it is generally considered that, in effecting 
these great sanitary reforms, medical men have been 
all the time working against their own pecuniary in- 
terests; that for every case of sickness they prevent 
by their science, they are left with one patient less to 
treat; that every source of disease they put commu- 
nities in the way of drying up, is so much abstracted 
from their professional emoluments. Undoubtedly it 
is true that, in proportion as we push forward sanitary 
science, we are circumscribing our professional busi- 
ness. Let any one calculate, if he can, how much 
has been kept out of the pockets of physicians by the 
discovery of vaccination. And how much greater will 
be the shrinkage in the practice and fees if we suc- 
ceed in stamping out, as we are hoping to do, those 
other contagious diseases which yield the profession 
so much, but which seem to be preventable by the 
plan suggested by the late president of the American 
Medical Association, or some other quarantine or 
municipal regulation. But the profession has never 
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paused to make those calculations, but has gone on 
as earnestly with the work of promoting the public 
health as if it had been paid for it. 

This is a part of the work to which this societ; 
addresses itself. One of its objects is the promotion of 
state medicine. The questions about which you are 
busying yourselves have an interest as broad as the 
human race. You are convened, not to nominate a 
president or governor or congressman, but to consider 
the best methods of treating disease, and to devise 
measures by which epidemics and contagious dis- 
eases may be extirpated. It is not probable that I 
shall meet you much oftener in these pleasant assem- 
blages. As I look over the faces before me I see not 
one that was with me when we met in Frankfort 
thirty-seven years ago, in the convention out of which 
this society has grown, and only a few of those 
who took part in its organization. Advancing years 
admonish me that my part of the work must be 
completed soon, and that younger hands will in a 
little while take up the task. What remains to me 
I shall strive to perform faithfully. As your presid- 
ing officer I shall watch jealously over the honor and 
interests of our society, and hope to exhibit impar- 
tiality in all my rulings and actions. I thank you 
for the honor you have done me by this appointment. 

Dr. Cleaver, of Lebanon, offered resolu- 
tions thanking the Nominating Committee 
for the selection of Dr. L. P. Yandell, sr., 
for the presidency, which were unanimously 


adopted. 

Dr. John L. Cook, of Henderson, pre- 
sented a paper on Physiological Therapeu- 
tics, which was appropriately referred. 

Dr. Henderson stated his views with re- 
gard to physiological therapeutics in fever. 

Adjourned until 9:30 next morning. 

In the evening the convention was enter- 
tained by the Hon. and Mrs. Isaac Caldwell, 
at whose house a brilliant reception was held. 


THIRD DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


The convention was called to order at 10 
o’clock A. M., with Dr. Charles H. Todd in 
the chair. 

Drs. J. S. Coleman and R. H. Moss were 
reported as new members. 

Dr. J. M. Keller presented the following 
resolution and notified the convention that 
he would bring it up one year hence to be 
embodied in the constitution and by-laws: 


That the election of officers of the society shall 
be made by the society as a body by viva voce vote, 
and that the Nominating Committee shall be abol- 
ished. 


THE M’ DOWELL MONUMENT. 
Dr. R. M. Alexander presented the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted : 
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Resolved, That the «resident of the State Medi- 
cal Sceiety, through its corresponding secretary, be 
directed to designate two of the leading and most 
influential physicians in each county of this common- 
wealth, in addition to the present committee of the 
“ McDowell Memorial Fund,” and earnestly request 
them to solicit contributions in their respective coun- 
ties for said fund; that the request is a special one, 
made by the society to them, and that an immediate 
and active interest by them in the premises will be 
duly appreciated; that they shall not confine them- 
selves to the medical profession, but solicit from any 
one they may choose; that said physicians are respect- 
fully asked to use their influence with their severgl 
legislative representatives to get an appropriation 
from the state for the same purpose; that the cor- 
responding secretary be directed to address said phy- 
sicians in one letter to each county, setting forth the 
merits of the case, and the obligations resting upon 
the profession in the premises, and solicit a reply as 
to whether or not they will assume the duties im- 
posed in the request. If the response is unfavorable, 
let him address others, urging a compliance; that 
this mode of soliciting contributions remain in force 
one year, and that a report of the progress be made 
to this society at its next meeting. 


THE TARIFF ON QUININE. 


Dr. Larrabee, after a few remarks in ex- 
planation, read the following resolutions, 
which were adopted : 


Whereas, It has come to our knowledge that a 
bill, known as the “ Morrison bill,” for the discon- 
tinuance of the “tariff on quinine,” is at this time 
before the Committee on Ways and Means, in the 
Congress of the United States; and whereas, the 
welfare of a large portion of the people in the 
Western States and Territories is concerned in the 
issue of this bill, as well as any movement which 
will enable them to obtain quinine at a less cost 
than the enormous prices now paid by the consumer; 
and whereas, the opposition to this bill set forth by 
the manufacturers and trade does not represent the 
desire of those who are engaged in the relief of 
suffering and want, but ignores entirely the necessi- 
ties of this large population, many of whom are 
engaged in cultivating the soil and opening up new 
resources of wealth to the government ia malarial 
districts; and whereas, principles of justice and 
humanity alike demand free quinine and an open 
market for the competition of European manufac- 
turers; and whereas, we, the members of the Ken- 
tucky State Society, in convention assembled, repre- 
Sent the sentiments of the people of this common- 
wealth upon this important subject; therefore, be it 
resolved : 

First—That we indorse the “ Morrison bill,’ and 
do further pray that your honorable body will hear 
our petition. 

Second—That a copy of these resolutions (printed) 
be sent to similar organizations of p!ysicians’ meet- 
ings In tre various states. 

Third—That these resolutions, with the signatures 
affixed, be furnished to our senators and representa- 


tives in Congress cf the United States at its next 
meeting, 


Dr. D. S. Reynolds read a paper on Oph- 
thalmology.

LOUISVILLE MEDICAL NEWS. 


On motion of Dr. Reynolds, Dr. John L. 
Cook, of Henderson, and James H. Letcher 
were added to the Committee on the State 
Board of Health. 


Dr. L.S. McMurtry, of Danville, was added 
to the list of delegates to the American Med- 
ical Association. 


Dr. D. W. Yandell moved that at all meet- 
ings hereafter the executive business of the 
society be transacted during the first thirty 
minutes of each morning session. Adopted. 


Dr. Yandell moved that the length of time 
in reading all papers be restricted to thirty 
minutes. Adopted.

Dr. Turner Anderson, Dr. Coleman Rog- 
ers, and Dr. W. T. Owen were reported as 
delegates from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Louisville to the State Medical 
Society. 

Dr. Baker, of Shelbyville, offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted by 
a unanimous vote. 

Resolved, That this society is in full accord with 
the American Medical College convention, seeking 
to elevate the standard of medical education in this 
country. 

Resolved, That summer schools, which enable stu- 
dents to graduate after from eight to nine months’ 
study, are exerting an evil influence upon the pro- 
fession. 

Resolved, That a winter and summer course by 
the same school, and graduation at the end of each, 
tends to deteriorate the standing of the medical pro- 
fession. 

Dr. Meany, of Louisville, read a paper on 
Glaucoma, which was referred. 

Dr. L. P. Yandell, sr., read a paper upon 
Anesthesia in Child-birth. Referred, with 
instruction to publish. 

Dr. L. P. Yandell, jr., offered a resolution 
asking the appointment of a committee look- 
ing to the erection of an inebriate asylum 
in the state. Adopted, and the following 
committee appointed: Drs. W. L. Martin, 
L. P. Yandell, jr., Dr. Thomas, of Coving- 
ton, Dr. Thompson, of Paducah, and Dr. 
Atkinson, of Bowling Green. 

Resolutions for courtesies were adopted, 
and the convention adjourned sine die.
